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Giants, not I. Brother Innocentine, What fayeſt thou to theſe 
terrible things? what, art not afraid? Well I have Pear 
cnough for you both, but, good Brother, ſpeak. To which 
innocentine the younger undauntedly replicd : 

As I am youngelt in Years, fo I am laſt ia Speech, and I 
could wiſh I might be the leaſt ; but in reſpet 1 am ro make 
anſfver to both your Demands, I mult a little exerciſe your 
Patience : ?Tis true, the Danger is great, therefore the more 
noble ; but had you, my Brethren, according to my Father's 
Advice, importuned the Gods betore you had undertaken 
this great Deſign, queſtionleſs the one had not been filled 
with Doubts, nor the other with Fears, nor I with Shame 
for you both ; you ſeem to be as mucii diſpleaſed at my 
Words, as I am art your Actions ; ſhall we begin to tire, be- 
fore we begin todo? For Shame, let not the World have 
this Advantage of our Repurations : It we return home, we 
muſt expeft ro undergo a Diſgrace worle than Death ; If we 
dye, wedve in high Artemprs; who knows but the Geds 
may ſhew extraordinary Favours, and imile at our Deſigns, 
being we do it for our dear Father's Life? It the worſt 
come tothe worſt, we can but dye, and we bad bet::r do fo 
than live as if we lived not; but I perceive my Diſcourſe” of:

Ryuentius hearing his Brother's Diſcourſe, which was con- 
'trary to his ExpeQations, tol\ him that he was a very 
raſh Boy, and underſtood not what he ſpoke ; For, lays he, 
ſhall we caft away our Lives, becauſe the World ſhould ſay 
we died nobly ? Brother, ſays lie to Philonzo, arc we bound 
to be Fools becauſe he's mad ? No, let's leave him to the 
Thoughts of Honour, whilſt you and I conſult what”s ett to 
do; {o walking adiſtance from him, they {ate down, antl 
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began thus to expreſs themſelves: Brother Cruentius, T have 
both in this ſhort time contidered the Shame and the Danyer, 
let us endeavour to haſte to Me/emptronis, a City which? 
am {ure cannot be far from this Place, where we may refreſh 
curſclves, and have further Diſcourſe. But what ſhall we do, 
replied Craewtins, with-yon tooliſh Boy ? you perceive how 
retraRory and inconſiderate he 15s; and makes ſlight of that 


Danger which we know to be very great : It we leave him, - 


gueſtionleſs he will return home and incenſe the King againſt 
1s ; what we ſhall do in-this I kgow not, but leave it to Our 
Diſcretion . Let's force him with us, quoth Fhitonzo, and 
make him doaccording to our Wills ; it not, we will threat- 
2n to kill him. No, quoth- Cr#enzzus, that cannot be, for 
then he will pry into all our Actions, an” mak. a D.jcovery 
at our Returns ; bur, Brother, quoth he, our Buſineſs 1 quires 
h2itc, let us theretore take away his Treafur?, and bind him, 


- and leave him in the Wood; for irs beirer one periſh than 


two : and it the worſt comes to the worit, tt-1t he ſhould be 
unlooied aud return home, we know at our return how to 

rſ\wade that what he has related 1s only Lies to diſgrace vs, 
and by that mcails to 1alinnuate che more into Favour himſelf, 
and injure us. I like this Arlvice well, quoti: Philonzs ; let 
us quickly put it in Execurion, tor the Night tiattens ; with 
that recurning to [anocearine, they asked him, what he in- 
rended to do ; wh replied, tat they did not. Aad fo you 
thall, quorh Craentizs ; and iv both running together laid 
hold on him, and without hearing him (perk, bound him, 
and took away his Freuue, and tunin; '415 Horſe looſe to 
range 1n'the Woods they departed, Thus ..v poor lanecen- 


tine miſerably bound, infomuch, that t::: cwelling of his 
Hands and Feet made him molt fa 'ly ::::1:nc his grievous 
Torrures: But Ph:ilonza and Craentias hi. '1..7 rambled up and 


down the Wood for the ſpace of tw.) *!.wis, could by no 
means find the Way out, infomuch that :i.- deſpair'd of tra- 
velling any further that Night, bur havu.y not r2de a Flight- 
{hor further, it happened that a Doy h:.ving lo!t his Maſter, 
came fawning on Cra 4475, who pre ſcatly laid hold of him, 
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and tying him in a String, followed the Dog, who forthwith 
brought them out of the Wood, and preſently after to a Shep- 
herd's Houſe where the Dog received preſent Entertata- 
ment ; but Philonzo and Cruentias none, where we ſhall 
for a time leave them, and retura to Inzocentize, whom they 
left bound in the Wood.

Nunocentine being fait bound by lis unnatural Brothers, lay 
till che Approach of the Evening in a molt miſerable Con- 
dition, till at laſt » Hermct coming trom his Cell, to take the 
Cool of the Evcning, heard thc Groans of poor Inzocentine, 
and being moved with Pity, he addrefled tumſelf to thep lace 
(I may well lay) of Groans, where being come, lus Eyes ſaw, 
what lis Heart pitied, his Heart pitied what luis Hand re. 
lieved ; tor he forthwith conducted him to lus Cell, and made 
ſuch Preparations for him as his. Neceſſity required, fo that 
the next Morning he was in a Condition to travel ; but the 
Herrnit vie:ving his Gueft, read in his Countenance the Cha- 
racers of a noble and ingenious Diſpoſition, obſerving by his 
Deportment, that he was not a Man of ordinary Education, 
beſiles being led by his own Inclinations, he accoſts his Sra-1- 
ger in this manner : 

Sir, I percive that Youth and Education prompts you to

Innocentine all this while amazed at the Courtefic of the. 


Hermit, knew not preſently what to an{wer, but as weil 25 
Ma 
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zz lare Diftemper, attended with a multitude of Thoughts, 
would permit, he thus replied : 

Moſt charitable Father, I could grieve that I was forry 
ir myYaſt Misfortune, in reſpett that the Happineſs of your 
\cquaintance is derived from it,Pll not trouble your Patience 
« ith rhe diſcouſe of my Misfortune ; only in ſhort, T am go- 
12 upon a Deſign to fave the Life of a renowned King, but 
:?.1s Misfortune hath put me out of a Capacity to tullow my 
Yreations. Come,ſays the Hermit, I know your Diſeaſe, Tl] 
'.- your Thyfician, take this Cordial, giving him a bag of 
Gold 2nd Jew els, and return no complimental Anſwer, for] 
ain bound todoit;z and it you want a Steed, I have one for 
vcu Which this very Day ſtragled hither, pray rake h.m and 
ale him as your own ; but for this Sword, which 1 intend for 
vour uſe, pray return it if you live, if not, conceal the Vir 
rue, for it il preſcrve you againſt all Enchantments, which 
are now very common to my woful Experience, neither need 
you fear, whom you encounter with it, for you ſhall not 
want ſuccels, 

Innocentine not a little rejoyced at what the Hermit had 
told him, defired liberty to depart, in order to which the 
Hermit conducted him to his Horſe ; but it fel] 6ut that the 
Horſe was his own, which he thought his Brothers had car- 
ried away with them ; the Hermit obſerving him look ſo. 
{tritly upon the Horſe, told him' that he could not promiſe 
nim the hke Service from the Horſe, as he did from the 
Sword ; No, Sir, quoth Inzocextine, I believe I am better

Thus they departed, and after the expence cf ſome Houts, 
Inzocentine CARE to the Forriit winch the Hermit told him 
of, where he was no {ooner cntred, hut he was welcomed 
with many loud and lamentabic Shrieks, which ſtruck him 
into Admiration ; but being of an undaunted S3iric, and re- 
mcmbring the fad Eltate tie 1umi-lt was in the Day before, 
reſolved to find out the place whe. he heard this lamentable 
Noiſe; and being more directed by the Ear than the Eye ;
